‘There has, however, been a hesitancy 
in the use of color applied in a decorative manner, largely per- 
haps because of the lack of good examples. The erection of com- 
mercial structures in Enamel Brick, which permit of easy clean- 
ing, makes the color study, and the small expenditure in obtain- 
ing it, well worth while—both in securing beautiful buildings and 
in the advertising value of distinctive architectural style. 


The color studies in this brochure cover but a very small field 
in color combinations and are presented in the hope that designers 
may find it worth while to give polychromatic decoration their 
serious attention and produce by its use a distinctive American style. 


The architect may specify Hy-tex Enamel Brick with the ut- 
most assurance of satisfaction. Due to the double burn process 
and the extreme care used in every stage of their manufacture, 
Hy-tex Enamel Brick will not craze, peel or discolor under the 
most exacting conditions. The colors and shapes in which these 
brick are made are fully presented in the first number of this series.

The face brick throughout is White Enamel, No. 1100 Stretchers; 1102 Returns. 
The courses over the openings to be of No. 1102 “‘Lintelized” and cut to the proper 
length to bond with two courses in height. The ornament under the second story 
balconies is composed of No. 1100 Green capped with No. 1800 Cove Stretchers 
stopping at each end with No. 1809-Rights and Lefts Cove Square Stop. There 
is one line of mosaic pattern above the second story windows, the colors of which 
are shown by the accompanying detail.

on returns at the end of wall and on piers between openings, first floor, are No. 


1200 Flatter Stretchers.

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Deraits, Hy-rex Enamet CommerciaAL Exterior, No. 3 


The face of this building is laid up in No. 1100 White Enamel Stretchers and 
the squares in the checker ornaments are No. 1200 Ivory Flatter Stretchers, the 
hexagons being ground out of No. 1100 Ivory Stretchers. The mosaic work under 
the windows and the pattern in the vestibule walls is ground of enamel brick of the 
colors shown.

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Detaits, Hy-rex EnamMeL CommerciAt Exterior, No. 4 


Face of the wall is laid up with No. 1100 Ivory Stretchers, with No. 1102 
Returns at jambs and heads of openings. The mosaic work is of Black and other 
colored enamels and the entrances are laid up in Black and White Flatter Stretch- 
ers, the vestibule walls being laid up with Flatter Stretcher horizontal bands, 
filled with Green and Brown Flatter Stretcher Enamels. 
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SUGGESTION FOR Hy-rex EnamMEL CommMerciAL Exterior, No. 4 
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Deraits, Hy-rex Enamet Commerciat Exterior, No. 5 


This is faced with No. 1100 White Enamel Stretchers; the octagon piers being 
Sormed by the use of No. 1600 external octagons; the mosaic is enamel brick in 
colors as shown. The isometric drawing shows the corbelling of the wall over the 
upper windows and is formed by “‘lintelizing” No. 1202 and grinding the same 
to fit two courses and one joint in height. The two courses of mosaic band above 
the lintel brick have No. 1400 Ogee Stretchers as a bed mould and No. 1800 Cove 


corbels. The mosatc pattern is made of enamel brick of the colors shown by the 
drawing.
